It will be noted that the Minister for 
External Affairs does not sign the docu- 
ment.

He was born in 1870, and received his early 
education at the High School, Dublin. He 
entered Dublin University in 1890, and 
took the degree of Master of Arts. He was 
elected a Fellow of Trinity College in 1896, 
and became Erasmus Smith Professor of 
Natural and Experimental Philosophy. In 
1935 he was selected to fill the post of 
Vice-Provost in succession to the late Rev. 
William Ralph Westropp Roberts, D.D. 

The new Preis has always been a 
strong supporter of the Church of Ireland, 
and for some years past has been respon- 
sible for the administration of “Church 
finance. In 1921 he became a member of

Sir 
Josslyn Gore-Booth, of Lissadell, Sligo, 
sold quite a number of animals in this 
class. Shorthorns, however, were only 
moderately priced. 

Three Ministers—Mr. Frank Aiken, Mr, 
Thomas Derrig and Dr. James Ryan— 
visited the Show during the day. The 
leader of the Opposition (Mr. W. T. Cos- 
grave) and several other deputies were 
taking advantage of the short Dail recess 
to see what was going on at Ballsbridge. 
Among the country visitors one noticed 
that they were particularly interested in 
the machinery paddock. This fact is really 
not surprising in view of the progress 
which has been made in mechanised farm- 
ing within the past few years. An annual 
visitor to the Ballsbridgé Spring Show is 
really watching a pageant of modern agri- 
culture, progressing from the days of the 
horse-plough to the tractor.. 


THE TRADE STANDS 


In the cattle, too, the visitor with an 
expert eye will also note progress in some 
of the breeds into which new blood has 
been introduced. If these developments 
could be shown in a short film we should 
be able to discern what really rapid strides 
engineers and agriculturists are making 
towards getting the best out of our 
country. 

The town visitors to the Show seemed to 
have a deeper interest in the trade stands, 
which certainly deserved the study they 
received. Here again one notices a dis- 
tinct progressive spirit. Not only has the 
number of stands increased—it is said that 
you will have to walk three miles to walk 
around them all—but their character has 
improved. Irish business men have 
learned the value of good display, and 
their stands at Ballsbridge are evidence of 
the progress they have made in putting 
their goods attractively before the public. 


THE JUMPING ENCLOSURE 


During the afternoon the centre of 
attraction for town and country folk alike 
was the Jumping Enclosure, where they 
watched the parade of prize-winners, 
displays of Sokol! physical drill and some 
excellent jumping. Mr. George Malcolm- 
son’s Pontet, winner of the Irish Grand 
National and the Conyngham Cup at 
Punchestown, was paraded during the 
afternoon, and evoked loud applause— 
particularly from those who were fortunate 
enough to have backed it in those races. 
Incidentally, this animal was purchased 
at the Ballsbridge Bloodstock Sales six 
years ago for £10. 

In the first jumping competition of the 
afternoon—a sweepstake over a speci 
course—forty-six horses were entered. An 
old favourite with Ballsbridge visitors, 
Mrs. J. W. Brittain’s Swastika Rose, was 
the winner, with Mr. John Bamber’s 
Northern Light second. 

Although yesterday afternoon brought 
big crowds to Ballsbridge, to-day’s attend- 
ance is likely to be bigger than ever, as 
it-is a Church holiday, and many more 
visitors from the country are expected.

HINTS 


The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article >~—Now: that there is less than a 
week in hand, most of those who are going 
to try to see the Coronation procession 
have become nervously aware of their 
ignorance of the most convenient way to 
do so. There has been information in 
large and small doses, but while the day 
was still distant few bothered to read it, 
relying on native wit to get them to their 
chosen destination. 

The traffic arrangements are compara- 
tively cut and dried, and they will not be 
fundamentally affected if the ’bus strike 
continues, here will be fewer surface 
vehicles available, but the various 
terminals within the coronation area can 
still be reached by underground, coach, 
tram or trolly "bus. There may be 
extreme congestion, but no drastic 
revision of plans because of the strike. 
The theory of traffic control is to have no 
terminal actually abutting on the route 
of the procession, either above or below 
ground, because this would lead to 
intense congestion at these saa such 
as occurred round Marble Arch at the 
funeral of King George V. The terminals 
are, therefore, pla in a rude circle 
within easy walking distance of the route, 
and spectators arriving at them will 


they approach it. 

As the authorities are unable to guess 
the size of the crowds, they can give no 
guaranteed zero hour up to which entry 
for séat-holders and those who wish to 
cross on other business will be possible ; 
for it may range from-6 a.m. to midday. 
The only past data. on which they have to 
work are the Jubilee and the funeral of 
King George V. Given crowds no larger 
than assembled on these occasions, there 
is & reason for expecting less strain and 
crush. The absence of terminals.on the 
route and the prohibition of traffic in the 
adjacent streets should make all move- 
foot more fluid. It is perfectly

NEW BELFAST-LONDON 
SERVICE 
Ry Our Arr CORRESPONDENT, 


The hours of operation of the Dublin 
civil aeronautical radio station at Bal- 
donnel Aerodrome have been extended to 
provide facilities for the increased 
summer services on the Dublin-London 
air route. 

The station will operate on week- 
days from 8.45 a.m. to 6 p.m., and on 
Sundays from 9.15 a.m. to 5.15 p.m. 

Increased air traffic in England has re- 
sulted in the British Air Ministry issuing 
a notice to pilots of commercial aircraft 
operating on all routes to reduce their 
radio communications to a minimum, 

Wireless operators have been asked to 
make the fullest use of routine, meteorolo- 
gical and other broadcasts on the aircraft 
waveband, and to make their own 
messages as brief as possible by the use 
of the international ‘‘Q’’ code. — 

Following the inauguration of a twice 
daily service between Dublin and London 
by Irish Sea Airways the frequency on 
the Belfast-Liverpool-London air mail 
route of Railway Air Services will be in- 
creased to twice daily as from Monday 
next (May 10th).

UBLIN is faced with the prospect 

of a strike of about 3,600 

clothing trade workers to-morrow. 

This stoppage would affect all mem- 

bers of the Irish (Free State) Whole- 

sale Clothing and Cap Mannufac- 
turers’ Association. 

The decision to serve strike. notices was 
reached at a meeting of the Clothing 
Trades Group in the Dublin Trades Union 
Council last night. 

Three unions—the Irish Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, the Irish Gar- 
ment Workers’ Industrial Union, and the 
National Union of Tailors and Garment 
Workers—are involved. 

Representatives of the Group and the 
‘Association met yesterday to discuss the 
fourteen points in the demand served by 
the workers. oe 

It appears, according to the Group’s 
report, that the Association was only pre- 
pared to discuss five of these points, and 
the conference broke down. 


NO OVERTIME 


It is the decision of the unions that no 
overtime is to be worked until the strike 
notices expire at 1 p.m. on Saturday. 

Items in the demand include a forty- 
hour week, instead of a forty-four-hour 
week; two weeks’ annual holidays with 


to be forbidden: overtime for adults to be 
limited to two hours daily. 

Wages demands are £5 per week for 
measure cutters ; £4 for other adult skilled 
male operatives. and a 50 per cent. in- 
crease for females. ‘The increases would 
range from 15s, to £1 per week. 

The handicraft tailoring trade negotia- 
tions also broke down yesterday. i 

The unions affected are the Irish Union 
of Distributive Workers and Cierks, 
National Union of Tailors and Garment

Continuing his argument for the applicant, 
Mr. Ryan submitted that the signing of a 
warrant was a purely ministerial act 
altogether outside the functions assigned to 
District Justices by the legislature, and that 
District Justice Little had no power to 
‘‘ back ” the warrant. Another serious issue, 
he said, was whether the Glasgow Corpora- 
tion had the right to have warrants issued 
for the arrest of ag in the Free State. 
The function of the Court was to examine 
and determine that clain’ in, the light, not 
alone of the Constitution, but of the «omity 
of nations. : 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that he did 
not think that the Court could decide the 
,case,on.the basis. of international law or of 
the comity of nations. He asked was it Mr. 
Ryan’s contention that if a Scotsman came 
over here he could be sent back, but that if 
an Irish national was wanted for an offence 
in Scotland he could not be sent back? 
Mr. Ryan—A State has jurisdiction over 
its own citizens anywhere and over foreigners 
within its territorial area. 
Mr. Justice Hanna—-Your argument is that 
even if there is an extant law in this country 
entitling a justice to back a warrant we must 
take on ourselves the responsibility of de- 
ciding that to do so is repugnant to our Con- 
stitution? ' 
Mr. Ryan said that that was his argument, 
and added: ‘‘Qur Constitution is the Con- 
stitution of a sovereign state, and one 
severeign state will not execute the laws of 
another.” 
Mr. Justice Gavan Duffy—Suppose Parlia- 
ment passed a law next week giving District 
Justice Little power to “back” a warrant, 
do you mean to say we should nevertheless 
decide that it was repugnant to the Con. 
stitution? | 


PEACE AND ORDER 


Mr. Ryan said “ Yes,” if it was contrary 
to the peace, order and good government of 
the country. Involved in the case was a 
penal offence in Scotland which the Scottish 
authorities were endeavouring to bring home 
to a citizen of the Free State who was not 
resident in Scotland. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he did not 
sc. how it could be for the peace, order and 
= government of the country that it should 
x%ecome a refuge for ail sorts of criminals and 
offenders. 

Mr. Ryan said that Great Britain and the 
United States were the only two countries 
that would give up their nationals. No other 
country would give up its nationals; even 
though they committed crimes in other coun- 
tries. He further submitted that the “ back- 
ing ’’ was intended for British subjects alone. 
When the Trish Free State was established 
such procedure became inconsistent with the 
Free State Constitution, 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that surely the 
rights and privileges of citizenship were ac- 
cording to ordinary law. 

Mr. Ryan said that if it was for the order 
and good government of a country to have a 
person deported, then the deportation would 
be within the bounds of the Constitution. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Ryan’s argument 
ba further hearing was adjourned until to- 
ay. i

missing his action for £3,750 damages for 
alleged negligence. Hie vase wag that during 
the years 1928 to 193% the defendants fur- 
nished profit and loss accounts of a firm of 
which he was senior partner, and did not 
discover misappropriations of money carried 
out by a clerk, 

The defendants denied negligence, and 
pleaded that they were instructed solely to 
prepare accounts of the firm’s profits for in- 
come tax purposes from books produced to 
them, and that they had no dyty to check 
entries in those books with the firm’s bank 
books or accounts, which were not made 
available to them. 

Mr, Denning, K.C., Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed by - Messrs. 
S. 8. and E. Reeves and Sons) appeared for 
the appellant; and Mr. Frank FitzGibbon, 
K.C., Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. Monks, 
K.C, {instructed by Messrs. Hayes and Sons) 
for the respondents. 

Having concluded the reading of the evi- 
dence that had been given at the hearing of 
the action in the High Court, Mr. Denning 
referred to the Income Tax Acts for the pur- 
pose of showing what income was within the 
meaning of those Acts, and cited authorities 
in support of his submission that the de- 
falcations in this case were losses incidental

CHEMISTS REACH 
 AGREEMENT 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON). 
The hearing of the action of Wiliam 
Patrick Joseph Gannon, of Main street, Port- 
laoighise, against Joseph ie Main street, 
Portlaoighise, was concluded. 

The plaintiff claimed an injunction to 
restrain the defendant from erecting a build- 
ing which, if completed, would, he said, 
obstruct his ancient lights and interfere with 
his right of way over property of the 
defendant. 

The defendant denied that the building 
referred to would obstruct the plaintiff's 
ancient lights or interfere with his right of 
way. 
Mr, Lavery, K.C., and Mr. McGonigal (1n- 
structed by Messrs. Meehan and Byrne) 
appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. Costello, 
K.C., and Mr. J. J. Walsh (instructed by Mr. 
William T. White) for the defendant. i 
Mr. Justice Johnston, in the course of his 
judgment, said that he was satisfied that the 
Leildine which the defendant had intended 
to erect would, if erected, seriously interfere 
with the carrying on of the plaintiff’s busi- 
ness, and that the plaintiff would not be 
able to carry on his basiness as beneficially 
as previously he had done. He rather re- 
gretted having to come to that conclusion, 
because he had a certain amount of sympathy 
with the defendant, who had been erecting 
this building for his further accommodation, 
and he suggested, in the interest of neighbour- 
liness, that the parties might see if it were 
possible to come to some arrangement where- 
by the defendant might be able to erect some 
building for his accommodation. 

In regard to the right of way, there was 
no evidence that the plaintiff's right of way 
would be obstructed, and he would dismiss 
that part of the claim. a 
Subsequently, after a consultation among the 
parties and their counsel, it was announced 
that it had been agreed that the defendant 
should be at liberty to erect a building as 
shown on a plan, he to pay the plaintiff £100 
as damages and indemnify the plaintiff against 
costs. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was glad 
that an agreement had been come to. he 
form of consent order could be drawn up and 
brought into Court, without the parties 
having to come to Court again.

life prepared on the farm. Jt has had the 
advantage of letting people see what can be 
done in “certain circumstances. 

When farmers are able to get away from 
the lure of the Saorstat Industries Fair, as 
represented by exhibits from Irish factories 
and workshops, many of them enter Guin- 
ness's huge vat before proceeding to inspect 


the stands in. the machinery paddock. 
Here there is a great range of 
exhibits, catering not only for every 


farming operation, but for commercial trans- 
port, road-making and the building industry. 
Among the features of interest are convenient 
lighting systems for country houses, patent 
weed-cutters, and ingenious cultivators. 

In the Sandymount Hall a lot of labour has 
been expended by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Agricultural Faculty, University 
College, Dublin, in staging exhibits which 
show what is being done in poultry-keeping, 
potato cultivation, wheat-growing, forestry, 
market gardening and other matters, which 
take a long time to examine carefully. 

The cattle exhibits have receded somewhat 
into the background. It certainly takes some 
time to get to them,.and the best way for 
one who has only a few hours to spare is to 
watch the parade of prize-winning cattle in 
the jumping enclosure. The stalls in which 
they are penned are somewhat remote from 
other features of the Show, which seems a 
pity, in view of the importance of the Irish 
live-stock industry, and of the country’s pedi- 
gree stock in particular. Quite a number of 
visitors have been heard to comment on the 
difficulty in locating the cattle, sheep and pig 
exhibits generally. A few more signs some- 
what on the lines of the excellent art headings 
to the stalls would be welcomed. 

A sale of pigs was conducted yesterday by 
Messrs. Gavin Low, Ltd., and the jumping 
competitions aroused great interest.
